The first important change is 
that all candidates, regardless 
of office,* must file a written 
designation of a campaign 
manager and this must be filed 
with the county clerk. 
Accurate record of con­ 
tributions and expenditures, 
including the complete name, 
address, date and amount of 
contributions and expenditures 
in excess of $10 must be 
maintained. 
Sworn statements must be 
filed with the appropriate of­ 
ficials. 
Candidates for city office or 
school board must name a 
campaign manager and file this 
with the appropriate authority. 
There are only ll legal 
campaign expenditures under 
this act: 
1. For the traveling expenses 
of the candidate, campaign 
manager, or of secretary for the 
candidate. 
2. The payment of fees or 
charges for placing the name of 
the candidate upon the ballot, 
and for holding and making 
returns of the election. 
3. The hire of clerks and 
stenographers and the cost of 
clerical and stenographic work. 
4. Telegraph and telephone 
tolls, postage, freight and ex­ 
press charges. 
5. Printing and stationery. 
6. Procuring and formulating 
lists of voters, making can­ 
vasses of voters and employing 
watchers. 
7. Office rent. 
8. Newspaper and other ad­ 
vertising and publicity. 
9. Advertising and holding 
political meetings, demon­ 
strations, and conventions, and 
payment 
of speakers and 
musicians therefor. 
10. Employing as counsel 
attorneys licensed in this State 
and expenses of election con­ 
tests and recounts. 
11. For the traveling expenses 
and salaries of all necessary 
campaighn staff in the lawful 
execution of their duties. 
Any campaign expenditure by 
any candidate or campaign 
except for these purposes is 
unlawful. 
The act limits campaign 
contributions to a candidate to 
$100 and prohibits campaign 
contributions from 
a

poration or labor union. 
There are penalities for 
failure to comply with the 
provisions of this campaign 
reporting 
act, 
and

provisions take up five pages of 
printed material.

Bermudagrass 
May Cause 
Shakes—Agent 


Livestockmen that have 
cattle grazing on Coastal 
bermuda grass should watch 
these animals closely for 
“shakes” 
or 
staggers,” 
cautions Kirby Clayton county 
agent for the Texas Agri­ 
cultural Extension Service. 
Recent cases have been 
reported in Robertson and 
Brazos Counties. 
Symptoms of affected cattle 
include severe muscle tremors, 
incoordination, weaving or 
bobbing of the head, a wild-eyed 
expression and an inability to 
rise when down. Salivation and 
stiffness or weakness of hind 
legs may also be evident. 
The agent warns that animals 
may 
die from 
drowning, 
dehydration or a direct effect of 
the toxic principle. The number 
of animals affected in a herd 
can vary from IO to IOO per cent. 
The condition is thought to be 
caused by a mold growing on 
dead bermudagrass and cattle 
eat some dead grass when 
trying to reach green grass, 
explains Clayton. 
What can be done once 
animals are affected? 
Clayton suggests handling 
them with care and driving 
them slowly off the ber­ 
mudagrass onto green oats or 
clover or into a pen. The cattle 
should be fed all the hay they 
can eat plus a feed high in 
carbohydrates such as a low 
protein grain cube. 
As a preventive measure, the 
agent points out that mowing 
the bermudagrass may help.

Our old friend James Roberts out at 
Andrews has come up with two 
recommendations for Congress for 
when it reconvenes this month that 
could go a long way to returning this 
country to some degree of normalcy. 
One of his suggestions would be for 
Congress to simply do away with all 
price controls and let the market 
place rule . . . and the consumer 
would quickly reassert his power to 
choose, to regulate the price of goods. 
The consumer showed the nation his 
power in the beef situation and could 
do the same thing in the gasoline 
shortage. If it gets too high, he doesn’t 
buy—and the price comes down. It 
worked in beef and it would work on 
gasoline. 
His other suggestion would be that 
if Congress apporoves an additional 
tax incentive for the oil industry, that 
it makes the incentive applicable only 
to re-emphasized domestic ex­ 
ploration and production.

Sworn statements must be 
filed with the appropriate of­ 
ficials. 
Candidates for city office or 
school board must name a 
campaign manager and file this 
with the appropriate authority. 
There are only ll legal 
campaign expenditures under 
this act: 
1. For the traveling expenses 
the candidate, campaign 
manager, or of secretary for the 
candidate. 
2. The payment of fees or 
charges for placing the name of 
the candidate upon the ballot, 
and for holding and making 
returns of the election. 
3. The hire of clerks and 
stenographers and the cost of 
clerical and stenographic work 
4. Telegraph and telephone 
tolls, postage, freight and ex­ 
press charges. 
5. Printing and stationery. 
6. Procuring and formulating 
lists of voters, making can­ 
vasses of voters and employing 
watchers. 
7. Office rent. 
8. Newspaper and other ad­ 
vertising and publicity. 
9. Advertising and holding 
political m eetings, dem on­ 
strations, and conventions, and 
paym ent 
of speakers 
and 
musicians therefor. 
10. 
Employing as counsel 
attorneys licensed in this State 
and expenses of election con­ 
tests and recounts.

ON WINTER HEATING 


For savings on energy, set the thermostat on the 
temperature setting that provides adequate com­ 
fort (the President suggests 68°). Don’t contin­ 
ually switch it up and down. Remember, the lower 
you set the thermostat in the winter the more 
money you save on energy. 


A routine service inspection by a qualified service 
man is advisable prior to the heating season. Fol­ 
low the manufacturers recommendations on this. 
Clean filters keep the heating unit operating at 
maximum efficiency and economy. Filters are the 
most neglected part of any forced-air heating 
system. 


A wood burning fireplace should be equipped 
with an efficient damper. Be sure to keep the 
damper closed when not in use. A chimney with 
the damper open carries warm air out the house, 
wasting heat.

Shakes—Agent 


Livestockm en

cautions Kirby Clayton county 
agent for the Texas A gri­ 
cultural Extension Service. 
Recent 
cases have 
been 
reported in Robertson and 
Brazos Counties. 
Symptoms of affected cattle 
include severe muscle tremors, 
incoordination, weaving or 
bobbing of the head, a wild-eyed 
expression and an inability to 
rise when down. Salivation and 
stiffness or weakness of hind 
legs may also be evident. 
The agent warns that animals 
m ay 
die 
from 
drowning, 
dehydration or a direct effect of 
the toxic principle. The number 
of animals affected in a herd 
can vary from IO to IOO per cent. 
The condition is thought to be 
caused by a mold growing on 
dead bermudagrass and cattle 
eat some dead grass when 
trying to reach green grass, 
explains Clayton. 
What can be done once 
animals are affected? 
Clayton suggests handling 
them with care and driving 
them 
slowly 
off 
the 
ber­ 
mudagrass onto green oats or 
clover or into a pen. The cattle 
should be fed all the hay they 
can eat plus a feed high in 
carbohydrates such as a low 
protein grain cube. 
As a preventive measure, the 
agent points out that mowing 
the bermudagrass may help.

statement? Would it stand up in 
court? 
In a homicide case some years 


ago, a “ sleeping confession** did 
indeed help to convict the de­ 
fendant of murder. 
The court said his statement, 


“ though in sleep, was but the 
divulgence 
of 
truth 
springing 


from guilt which rested heavy on 
the soul, the half conscious man 
revealing secrets which, if fully 
awake, he would fain have sup­ 
pressed.” 


a shot that killed the other man. 


Charged afterward with man­ 


slaughter, he was able to con­ 
vince the court that he had *ti'l 
been asleep at the moment he 
pulled the trigger. 
Accordingly, the court found 


him not guilty. 


‘‘Our law punishes only for 


acts done by responsible moral 
agents.” explained the judge. ‘‘If 
the 
prisoner was unconscious 
when he killed the deceased, he 
cannot he punished for that act:”
